Beetle seekers knock on doors

TWIN FALLS - Local gardeners may 
be getting a knock on their door this 
summer from a young lady who wants to 
take a look at the string beans ihcy have 
growing In their back yard. ^ 
Upon admittance lo the garden, she will 
carefully inspect all bean fim\s sprouting 
fromthcsoll. 

It Stic happens to (ind a tiny copper 
colored beetle, Gllghtly larger than n 
ladybug, with 16 spoii, there will be n tot of 
excilemenl In the nel^bortHiod. 

The girl is- part of a team of nine 
inspecting garden beans In Twin Fails (or 
voracious Mexican bean hectics. 

Although small and harmless to man, 
the copper colored bisects arc a deadly 
' threat to beans and have been the object of 
. two massive eradication programs In the 
■ Twin Falls area since 1954, according lo 
Slate entomologist Dr. Robert Saunders.

history. 



Saunders says gardens In the Boise urea 
first became infested with the beetles In 
1981 and this year the batlic to conlfol 
thelrnumbers Is continuing. 

Saunders says inspectors have found 
about 40 gardens In the'Bolse-area'WHh- 
beetlepopulatlonssofar this )'cor, and last 
year found a total of 690 Infested gardens. 

When found in a garden, agriculture' 
department olflclols can apply pesticides 
for their control or release swarms of 
parasitic Wasps for natural biological 
control of the beetles.

Hikers warned to watch for snakes 



HAGIC VALLEY - Hm chances that a 
Jiikcr will encounter a snake while hiking 
In arcAS ol southern Idaho vary from zero 
lo 100 percoit, depending on where the 
bikbigisdone.

The one advantage about the rattle 
snakes Is that they cannot tokc heat or cold 
and OS a result they tend lo get out of the 
hot sun and stay In shelter during the hot. 
part of the days during the summer. Since 
they hunt mostly in the early mornings 
and the late evenings and dark, they 
. prcscntasmalierhazardlohumnns: 
„ A manual put oyt by ihc U.S. Depart-"" 
ment j:f-Ihe Navy has somt; very good 
advice tor their troops and that Is to avoid 
going barefoot In the morning and 
evenings. 

That advice Is sound and could iiclp 
careless hikers also prevent some 
snakebites. 

While the bile ol a rattlesnake is 



more fatal than the bite. However, several 
studies have shown that such treatment Is 
effective when done as soon after the 
^strlkeaspossiblc. . . 
Other sage advice given In the manual Is 
to remqin eobn and lo use a tourniquet to 
slow Ihe odvonceof the vepom. . '. 

Most htkcrs should have a good snake 
bile kit vdth ihcm when hiking In snake 
country and should know bow to use them. 

While snake biles by rattlesnakes is not 
uncommon in the stale, there are few 
reported Inddcnls-and sbice 1919, there, 
have been no draths here due lo suikAl- 
tcs, 

Most ol the l)itcs occur when a snake is ' 
surprised., Rattlesnakes do not go after 
men and will usually move away from 
humans. Hikers should use the same tactic
